The premiums received by all compani * 
for Fire Insurance in Oanadahave exceede 
those received in 1880 by $347,589, and 
have amounted to $3,827,116, the loases 
Incurred exceeded those of the previous 
year by $1,687,545, and have amounted 
to 83,212,381 ; and the amount actually 
paid during the year for losses has boen 
$3,169,824, being more than that paid in 
1880 by $1,503,246. 

Thus the amount paid for losses has 
reached 82, 83 per cent of that received fur 
premiums, being the highost rato known 
except that for 1870 (84.77), and that for 
the year (1877) of the great fire at St. John 
(225.85). The average on the whole of the 
thirteen years recorded now stands at 80, 
89, 

It may be mentioned that out of the 
total amount of losses inourred $3,212,381 
there only appeared to be outstanding at 
the close of the year $12,050, for claims 
resisted by the companies. 

The business of Life Insurance in Oan 
ada during 1881 was transacted by twenty- 
four active companies, of which eight wero 
Canadian, eleven were British, and tive 
were American. Two of these were newly 
licensed during the year, the Lion Life of 
London, England, and the North American 
Mutual of Toronto. In addition to these 
there were also seven British and six Ameri- 
can companies, not taking new insurances, 
but still transacting business connected 
with their old policies. 

The total amount of insurances effected 
during the year has been $17,618,011, and 
the increase over last year has been 3,- 
711,194. Of this increase the Oanadian 
companies claim the greater share, being 
no less than $3,610,60S—the British hav- 
Ing increased by only $234,109, and the 
American having decreased by $133,588, 
The Oanadian companies have this year 
exceeded the British and American to- 
gether by $4,698,947.

Not tinding tho an- 
awor I wrote a note requesting ita publication, 
and what you did publish in answor 
ther.to I did not nor do not consider suffi- 
cient to place the trial in a trac light before 
the public, Therefore this communication, 

In Mr, W.'s atatemont ho makes out Miss 
Graham (now Mrs. Starr) as untrutbfal, and 
to acoomplish his object and oloar bimsel( he 
brings in a groat deal of hoarsay ovidenoco— 
evidence that would not be taken in a Police 
Court to convict a oriminal or to destroy the 
evidence of a witness. From Mr, Graham's 
letter it shows that while Mr, W. and wife 
were stopping at hie house, and in the absenoo 
of Mrs, G, and himsolf, Mr. W. took advan- 
tage of the family’s hospitality, and kissed the 
daughter against her will. ‘She threatened 
to tell Mr. Starr, Mr. W, expressed regret,” 
but also as the President could do Mr, Starr an 
injary, thus the kissing went on against 
the daughter's will. The Rev. Mr. Starr oor- 
roborates Misa G,’s story of ** Mr, W.’s kissing 
her while he was closing the shutters.” Mr. 
Starr's evidence had 4 discrepancy as he mado 
a mistake as to the day, whioh he afterwards 
corrected as he had a right todo, but Mr, W. 
takes advantage of this to brand him as un- 
trothful, Mr, W. not being honest enough to 
admit the correction, As the Committee 
cleared Mr, W., as a matter of course they, 
together with Mr, W,, brand Mr, Starr as 
untruthful, and with this ban upon him he has 
to face his congregation, as also that of Mrs, 
Starr's having beon guilty of repeated felse- 
hoods to injure the character of Mr. Wil- 
loughby.

When Aubert wasin the 
courtyard planted with trees it was pitch 
dark, Here Aubert’s presentiments of 
evil seized upon him again, He said to 
me ;—‘ What is the use of entering that 
house? It is yery sad and gloomy here,’

Discourse by Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


Extravaganee, Ancient and 
Modern. 


Tearad fii, 16, 18-23: ‘“ Moreover, the Lord 
saith. because the daughters of Z onmre haugh- 
ty and walk with stre ch-d forth neck aud wan- 
ton eyes, walking and mincing as they go, and 

a tink ing with their feet, In that day 
the lord will take, away the bravery of the 
tickling ornaments about thair fect, and their 
oauls, and their round tires like thé moon, the 
chains and the brace ets and the mufflers, the 
bonnets and the orn«monts of the legs, and the 
head-bands. and the tablets, and the ear-riogs ; 
therings and nose-jewels, the changeable suits 
of apparel and the mantles, and the wimples 
and the orisping pins, the glasses and the fine 
linen, and the hoods and tho veils.”” 

Through this window of the text we look 
in upon the yoluptuousness of an aucient city 
—the description, with a very little variation, 
as appropriate to New York and Brooklyo as 
to Jerueslem and Tyre. Oaoe might think 
that Isaiah had before him the fashion-plates, 
and the head dresses, and the jowel caskets, 
and the danciag schools, and the drawing- 
room parties of the present day, aud that he 
foresaw Saratoga, and Brighton, aud Leng 
Branch. Through this same wiadow of the 
text we also see the masculine extravagance 
and dissipation which sl ways correép%ud with 
the feminine, Woman may have gedater ya- 
rioties of apparel, but she lives a quieter life, 
and therefore may havo the great varieties 
and luxuries of dress without impediment. 
Men would wear as much if, they knew how 
withont interfering with their worldly ooou- 
pstions, The rough jostling of lify is intmioal 
to a man’s dragging a dress trail two yarde in 
length, and pending from his ear a diamond 
oluster,. Inthe time of the text, as well as 
in all ages of the world, the two sexes were 
alike in moralities or immoralities, Whilein 

rlor sentimentalities it is well that men de- 
ler to women and women defer to mon, in the 
prosenoe of God and in the light of eternal 
responsibilities the sexes are equal. 

ur text tales us 2,500 years back and sete 
us down in an atoient city, [tis a bright day 
and the ladies are all out. The procession of 
men and women is moving up end down the 
goy streets. Ibis the hoight of the fashionable 
season. The sonsible people move with so 
much modesty that theyd) not attract our 
attention. But here como the haughty daugh- 
tors of Jerusalem. They lean forward—they 
lean very mach forward, so far forward as to 
be unnatural— teotering, wobbling, wrigg ing, 
flirting ; or, as my text desoribes it, they walk 
‘(with stretohed forth necks, walking aod 
mincing as thoy go.” They have spent hours 
before tho mirror ere starting from home, and 
have in most astounding stylo arranged their 
bonnets and their veils and their entire ap- 
parel, and now go through tho streets takin 
more of the pavement than they are eotit! 
to, sweeping slong with skirts that the text 
describes as “round tires, like the moon.” 
Soe, that is @ princes! Look, that is a Da- 
masous swordmaker! Lok, thet isa Syrian 
merohant! The jingling of the chains and the 
fisshing of the hoad-bande, and the oxhibi- 
tions of univeras] swagger attract tho atten- 
tion of the prophet Ieaiah, and he briogs his 
camera to hear upon the scone and takes o 
pioture for all the ages. But whore is that 
soanc? Vanished. Where are those gaystreote? 
Vormin-covered population psss through thom. 
Whore aro tho hands aod the necks and the 
foreheads and the feet that sported ail that 
magnificence? Ashes! Ashes!

Look out on some summor 
morning aftor & heavy night dow and soo 
whethor or not God loves jowols, Pat a 
anowfiske uader a microscope an | soe whoth- 
or God does not love exquisite architecture, 
Ho doorood that the brosstplato of the priost

We judgeof what we ought to have by 
what other people have, If they have a 
samptoous table, and fino residence, and gay 
turnout, and exquisite apparol, and brilliant 
surroundings, we must haye them irrespootive 
of our capacity tostand the expense. Wo 
throw ourselves down in dospair because other 
people have a seslekin coat and we have an 
ordinary ono ; because others have diamonds 
end wo have garnots; because others have 
lambrequins and we havo plain ocurtsins, 
What oth rs have wo moan to have, anyhow. 
So there are familios hardly able to pay their 
rent and in débt to every merchant ino the 
neighborhood who sport apparel inapt for 
their oiroumstances and ran so near the shore 
that the firet misfortune of business or the 
firat besiogemont of siokness tosses thom into 
pauperism., Thoro are thousands of families 
moving from neighborhood to neighborhood, 
staying long enough in each one to exhaust 
all their capacity to got trusted. They move 
away beosuse tho druggist will give them no 
more medicine, and the butohers will afford 
them no more meat, and the bakers will give 
them no more bread, and the grocers will 
farnish them with no more sugar, until they 
pay up. Then they -nddonly find ont that 
the neighborhood is uwhealthy, and they hire 
& oarman whom they never pry to take them 
to a part of the oity whore all the druggists, 
and butchers, and bakers, and grocers will be 
glad to see them come in, and sending to 
them the best rounds of beef, and tho best 
coffee, and tho best of everything, until the 
slight suspicion comes into their cata that 
alithe pay they will ever get from their 
oustomer is the honor of his society. There 
are about 5,000 such thieves in Brooklyn, I 
call it by a plain name, beoanse when a man 
bays a thing he does not expect to pay for he 
is a thief. 

There are ciroumstances when men cannot 
meet their obligations. It isas honest for 
some men to foil asitis for other men to 
succeed, They do their best, and throngh the 
misfortunes of life they are thrown and they 
oannot pay their debts, ‘That is one thing, 
but when you go and purohase an artiole for 
which you know there is no probability of 
qoAe ever making payment, then you are a 
thief. 

Why don’t you save the time of the mer- 
chant and the expense of an acoountant for 
him t Why don’t you go down some day to 
his store, and when no one is looking should- 
er the ham and the sparerib and in modest 
silence take them along with you? That 
would be a lesser orime, for now you get not 
only the merchant's goods, but you get his 
time and you rouse up his expeotations, If 
you must steal, steal so it will be at the least 
possible damage to the trader, Join Rand. 
olph arose in the American Nenate and, 
atretohing himself up to full height, cried 
out with a thrill voioe: ‘‘ Mr, Chairman, I 
have found the philosopher's stone that 
turns everything into gold. Pay as you 


go 

My friend, society has to be reconstructed 
on this subject. You have no right to ride 
in a oarriage when you owe the wheelwright 
who furnished the landau, and the horse 
dealer who provided the horses and the har- 
ness maker who oaparisoned the gay steeds, 
and the liveryman who furnished the stabl- 
ing, andthe driver who sits with rosetted 
hat on your coach box, Iam glad to see you 
ride, The finer your horses and the better 
your oarriage the better it pleases me. But 
if you are in debt for the equipage, and hope- 
lessly in debt, getdown and walk like the 
rest of us. It is well to understand that it is 
not the absolute necessities that we find it so 
hard to meet, but the fictitious wants, God 
promises us shelter, but not a palace, and 
raiment, but n t obinohilla ; and food, but 
not oanvas-back dock, As long as we have 
the positive necessities of life we ought to be 
content until we oan afford the superfiuities, 
As soon as you see a man deliberately consent 
that his outgo shall exceed his income, you 
may koow that he has started on the broad 
road to bankruptoy and moral ruin, The 
young man who came from the oil wells in 
Penasylvania, having gained a sudden fortune 
of $2,000,000, and then ran through the whole 
of it in less than two years, illustrated on a 
large soale what some are doing on a amall 
scale, 


This wholesale extravagance accounts for a 
great deal of depression in national finances. 
Aggregates are made up of units, and so long 
as one-half of the people of this country sre 
in debt to the other half, you cannot havea 
healthy financial condition, The national re, 
sources are drawn off, not only for useless ex- 
travaganoes, but for those that are positively 
pernicious. We spend in this country $95,- 
000,000 every year for cigars and tobacoo, In 
the United States we expend annually $1,- 
483,000,000 for rum. 

The wid: spread extravagance also acoounts 
for much of the orime. It is the source of 
many abscondings, bankruptoles, defaloations 
and koaveries. The store on Broadway and 
the office on Wall stroot are swamped by the 
residence on Madison square. The husband 
and tather has hia oraft oapsized because he 
carries too much sail of point lace and 
Antille guipure, That is what springs the 
leak in the merchant's money till, and pulls 
down the trust companies, and oracks the 
pistols of the suicides, and halts this nation 
on ite high oareer ot prosperity. I arraign 
this monster of extravagance in the sight of 
ali the people, and ask you to pelt it with 
your soorn and denounce it with your ana- 
thema. > 


The wide-sproad extravagance also accounts 
for much of the pauperism in the country, 
Who are tho individuale and the families 
thrown on your charity? Who has sinned 
against them so that they suffer? It is often 
the case that their parents or grandparents 
had all luxaries; lived everything op, more 
than lived everything up, and then died 
leaving their faisilion ta want, Tho grand. 
parents of those bevgare supped on Burgundy 
aod woodcock, There are a great many 
familios who have ovory luxury in life yot ox- 
pond ovory dollar that comes in and perbaps 
a fow dollars moro, not even taking the 
common Christian prudenoe of haviog tholr 
lives insured. While they live all is woll, 
but when they die their children are pitohed 
into the stroot. I tell you a man has no right 
to die under such ciroumstances. It is grand 
larceny, oven his death. Ifa man has gboon 
industrious and cconomioal and has not a far- 
thing to leave his ohildron a8 ho goos away 
from thom, he has a right to put them {no the 
hands of the Fathor of the Fathorloss and 
know thoy will bo oared for ; but if you with 
evory comfort in life aro lavish and improvi- 
dont and thon dopart this life loaviog your 
children to bo hurled into pce you 
deserve to have your bones sold to the modi-

THE WAR IN EGYPT. 


VICTORY FOR THE BRITISH, 


Four British Killed and 29 
Wounded, 


A Number of Egyptians Captured. 
THE ENEMY'S LOSS 300,

ALKKANDAIA, Aug: 6, 6:35 p.m, —At 5 this 
afternoon tho British troops, with a number 
of field guoe, porvod by sailors, attacked the 
advanced guard of Arabi, near Ramleb, bo- 
twoon the Mabmor ditch canal and Osiro Rail- 
road, boing upon the enemy's position from 
throe aides, The engagement, which in seri- 
ous, still continues, 

Arabl sent fourteon mon with a white flag 
to the British damp this morning. 

The party waa received by Major Pringle, 
but the interview was without reault, 

10 p. m,—The objevt of the operations to- 

day was a roconnaissanoe 10 foroe,; Commeno- 
ing at four o’olook this afternoon, a steady 
advanoo was made, the marines upon the 
railway lines, the ritles upon the weet bank 
of tho Mahmoudieb canal, and the South 
Staffordshire regiment and mounted infantry 
upon the east bank. The enemy were driyon 
in from all the advanced poste, and compelled 
to bring Into action all their troops available 
in from their principal line entrenchments at 
Kafr-el-Dwar, namely, about four battalions 
of infantry, a force of cavalry, and several 
guns, Tho latter were completely silenced 
by the accurate fire of our forty-pounders, 
The Egyptian infantry held their ground with 
considerable steadiness, Tho marines on tho 
railway, under tho immediate command of 
Gen. Alison, pushed the enemy back upon the 
second line of entrenchments. The marines 
were supported by the S, Staffordshire Regt 
and the Rifles. They suffered somewhat, but 
behaved with the greatest coolness and stead- 
iness under heavy fire, The ebject of the 
movement, which was to compel a display of 
what force and guns the enemy had in front 
of the main position, was completely attained, 
This was asoortained by nightfall, when the 
British were slowly witadrawn, No acourate 
returned of the killed and wounded is yet ob- 
tained, The enemy’s loss is unknown. A 
large nuwber of their wounded fell into the 
hands of the British and many dead were 
seep, A oousiderable number of the enemy 
were made prisoners. 

ADMIRAL SEYMOUR'S OFFICIAL REPORT 
concerning the encounter with the enemy at 
the Mahalah Junction on Saturday is as fol- 
lows :—‘‘Our force consisted of 200 men of 
the Naval Brigade, with one forty pounder 
and two nine pounder guns under Captain 
Fisher, 1,000 marines under Colonel Tewson 
half battalion of the 38th and 46th Regi- 
ments, and all the 60th Regiment.

A POLITIGAL RETROSPECT. 


The Helpless Position of the 
Reform Party 


Mr, Blake's Treachery and Selfish 
noss Showa Up. 


(To the Editor of the Mail.) 


Sin, —Aftor s storm there is usually a calm, 
After the election field-day there is a pause, 
An opportunity isthus afforded to review 
the mtuation, and ascertain how tho two 
parties stand, and why disaster has befallen 
oneof them, Those who haye stood neutral 
in the past contest, whose sympathies havo 
boon with tho Reform party, but whoso reason 
forood thom to weloome its defeat, cannot 
help looking upon the ontire situation with 
deep aolicitude, if not unmingled alarm, [n- 
fluenced by sentiments whioh might be sneer- 
ed at by the vonal or ridiouled by the sooffer, 
and therefore better not expressed, I cannot 
holp soliciting as a special favor from you a 
place in the columns of the Mail for this let- 
ter, to bring before the publio of this country 
8 fow facts which ought to appear in the col- 
umns of the Globe, but from the past course 
of that paper we are forced to the boliof that 
nothing savoring of disapprobation to it or 
any of its heroes would bo allowed to reach the 
oye of any of its readers, 

We are face to f+) with realities, not 
vague conjectures and idle prophecies, but 
reviewing acoomplished facts, 

The elections are over and the result, which 
a fow days ago was the subject of the poll, is 
now the recorded history of the past. The 
Reformers have made their appeal to the pub- 
lio, to its reason, its interests, and its preju- 
dices, and the re:ponsejhas been an emphatic 
refusal to ontrust the leaders of that party 
with the onerous duties of guiding its affairs, 
It is claimed that there has been on their part 
the usual moral victory, and evidence of the 
fact is prodaced by pointing to the reduced 
majority of the Conservatives. It is hardly 
necessary to say that the Conservatives aro as 
strong as, and probably stronger than, they 
wore in the lest Parliament, and that the Re- 
formers, if numerically sowowhat greater, aro 
morally and intellectually weaker than they 
woro in the eyes of the people, and will be 
found to be so on the floor of the House when 
it next meets. 

Those who take the trouble to enquire why 
there is a slight change in the relative nom- 
bers can find » solution by recalling the fact 
that there always is a certain number who 
are disaffected, and vote against the Govern- 
ment, and more partioularly when voting by 
ballot, In this conneotion, too, there ought 
to be some exouse for Mr. Mackenzie in deal- 
ing with a question which the Conservative 
party paused before taking up, and upon 
which the publio will was not known, The 
result of the election of 1878 astonished the 
Conservatives quite ay muoh as the Reform- 
ers. But there is also 4 special reason. It 
will be remembored that in 1878, as on a 
previous occasion, during the election con- 
teat of 1872, Mr, Blake deserted the Re- 
form. party, and, Aohilles-like, wandered 

the still waters away from the scene 
of contention, while his friends fell on every

a mixed population made up of many na- 
tionalities, not yet moulded to a uniform 
type, a man’s ancestry and connections fre- 
quently give him, in the eyes of many, an 
importsnos which his own merits might not 
command. It was well known that the Re- 
formers in 1878 relied upon Mr. Blake's in- 
flacnce with the Irish vote, Protestant and 
Oatholio alike, and instead of endeavoring to 
assist thom he deserted, but not te the enemy 
it ia trae, but he abandoned the field in the 
midst of the contest. In warfare I believe a 
soldier thus guilty is treated as a traitor. If 
this term be too strong let us use deserter, 
and bis warmest admirers cannot deny that 
he is justly entitled to the designation, It is 
true it was on the plea of ill-health, but it 
is somewhat strange that it was the second 
occasion of the same sort during the election 
contests, and was in marked contrast to the 
course pursued by other membors of the party. 
It is only neoceasary to instance Mr, Macken- 
zie’s conduct during the last election, He 
had been forced to retire from the lesdershi 
by a conspiracy rudely anduncouthly hatohe 
by Mr. Biske, the chief chosén exeoutiye in- 
strument of which was the huge, unfeeling 
clown of the faction. Mr. Mackenzie has 
suffered, as he is still sulfering, in hvalth, in 
purse, and in everything that an honorable 
and sensitive mind dislikes, but we can find 
him, however mistaken in hia views be|might 
have been, at-his post dding battle for the 
oause he had spent his whole lifetime in till 
disease prostrated him, His ceso was so 
dangerous that nothing but the unremitting 
oare of kind friends and able medical advice 
could haye saved him. The one labored for 
himself, the other for his Birt. recognizing in 
its success the welfare of his country, If the 
Reform party had been deserted by Mr. Mao- 
kenzie at the last election as it was by Mr, 
Blake in 1878, notwithstanding that the latter 
was the attacking leader, it might be quite 
safe to atato that the Conservative majority 
would have been very much larger than it 
was in 1878, This aspect of the case, how- 
ever, is of minor importance, Tho all-ongros- 
sing fact is that the Reform party in the Do- 
minion, notwithstanding that the Liberals 
have the controlin Ontario and the Maritime 
Provinces, has boon so disastrously dofeated 
that ite steady supporters admit its absolute 
destruction, and are now listlessly staring 
about in vain hopes of finding some way out 
of the situation. 

Why hayo Mr, Blake and his followers 
failed to obtain the confidence of the people 
of this country?

“False Returns. 


Ashas been abundantly proved by the 
investigation of Mr. Lowe on behalf of the 
Osnadian Government, the authorities of 
the United States have been guilty of pub- 
lishing false statements as to the number 
of emigrants from Oanada to the great 
Republic, The publication of such returns 
annually, scattered broadcast as they were 
throughout Europe, no doubt had the 
effect of checking emigration to Canada 
and encouraging that to the United States, 
but Mr. Lowe's investigations have had an 
excellent effect, witness the following re- 
turns of immigration into the United 
States during the fiscal year ended June 
30th, as recently published by the U. 8. 
Bareau of Statistics :

The dectease set down for Canada is due 
to Mr, Lowe's expose, but the returns are 
still beyond question very greatly exagger- 
ated. The Bureau now admits, in a foot 
note to the above statistics, that ‘‘ A part 
of the immigration into the United States 
from the Dominion of Canada consisted of 
immigrants from Europe, who came by 
steamer to Montreal, and thence reached 
the lake ports of the United States by rail- 
way.” What the extent of ‘‘ the part” in- 
dicated is, is shown by the Ontario immi- 
gration returns for the first six months of 
the present year, which show that during 
the period named 35,475 immigrantsarrived 
vis the United States, and that 35,820 of 
the immigrants went to the United States, 
they having evidently entered Canada only

whether the Bureau has distinguished be- 
tween visitors and immigrants, or between 
immigrants to the United States and immi- 
grants to the North-West of Canada, who 
have been passing through the United States 
en route.

Thero is a sottloment (still farther 
back than Bangor), tho inhibitants of which 
sometimes make guo balls out of lead which 
they get from the top of a mountain, This the 
writer oan vouch for, fur he has been in the 
settlement often, and heard the above mene« 
tioned fact from the psople who had supplied 
themselves from this natural atorehouse, 

We hope that th s question will be settled 
soon either affirmatively or negatively—and 
we believe it will be settled affirmatively, 
And’ we also hope that in the near future this 
large extent of rugged county will become a 
country of mines and manufactures—a_veri- 
table “Black Country,” Thanking you, Mr, 
Editor, for the space kiadly afforded.

BAD EFFECT OF THE HEAT AND RAIN—THE 
CROP REDUCED ONE-HALF, 


The Globe has telegraphio reports from all 
over the Province as to tho injury of crops 
from the late rains and hot weather which 
it summarizes thus :----These reports yo to 
show that south of a line drawnfrom Goder- 
ich to a point a few miles north of Toronto 
the crops have experienced such damage 
from wind and rain that the farmers’ re- 
ceipts if not actual yield of crops will be 
very seriously reduced. The reports of 
Sprouting wheatin Kent, Huron, Middle- 
sex; &0., portray a condition of affairs 
which together with the low prices likely 
to prevail renders the disappointed farmors 
objects of sincere sympathy, The barley 
crop 8ppears to be the one that has atiffered 
most. West of Toronto it appears as 
though very little barley will be tit for 
browing purposes. The conclusion to be 
arrived at is that though all the storms of 
tho last fortnight, except the general rain 
at the commencement of this week, were 
more local disturbances on 4 very small 
scale, yot there were so many of them that the 
damago inflicted amounts to a national loss. 
The extent of it may be realized whon it is 
pointed out that in eighteen or twenty of 
the best grain growing counties full half of 
the wheat and barley has been exposed to 
weather auch as will probably reduce the 
selling value of that half by 25 or 30 per cent. 
In the county of Kont alone the damaye 
suffered during the last fow days is enough 
to conyert the harvest, which promised to 
be one of the best on record, into ono that 
will furnish a very en recompense indeed 


for years of faithful toil.

The Jrish Oanadian, in its issue of the 27th 
July, made a sort of genoral charges against 
the Hon, the Miniser of Customs, of partiality 
towards Orangemen, in tho distribution of 
the patronage of the Department over which 
he presides, This ohargo, however, was on- 
tirely unsupported by evidence of any kind, 
and was merely made asasort of hap-hazard 
thrast at tho Hon, Mr, Bowell because he is 
on Orangoman, This is generally our contem- 
porary’s way of doing businoss, and it has 
become notorious for making reckless chargoa 
whioh it cannot prove. Tho partioular one 
we rofor tois, in substance, that since Mr, 
Bowoll became Minister of Customs some six- 
teon Orangemen have received appointments 
inthe Toronto Custom House, and that in 
tho making of euch appointments Roman 
Oatholios have been unfairly discriminated 
against, because of their religion, This state. 
ment has no foundation in fact ; and we now 
purpose showing our contemporary, ‘rom the 
statistics of the department, that it has not; 
thereby proving that it must have been the 
Canadian's animus against the Minister of 
Bee as an Orangeman which prompted the 
charge. - 

Sincethe 10th of Ootober, 1878,:at whioh 
date Mr. Bowell assumed control of the Do- 
partment of Customs, he has made only nine 
now appointments at this port, of which the 
following isa tabuls!d list, with namey, 
position and zalaries :

Will the Canadian point out from this’ list 
the sixteen een who have received 
appointments? It must be an oxtraordinary 
arithmetician if it candoso, Failing to do 
this, will it point out and name how many 
of these men are Orangemen ? 

Besides the foregoing, eight of the tem- 
porary appointments made by the Maokenzie 
Administration have been transferred to the 

ormanent list. These transfera have no 
hearin i upon the special cbarge made by the 
Canadian, and only go to disprove the gen- 
eral charge ot partiality, and to show how 
fairly the affairs of the Department are con- 
ducted. Our contemporary, however, in 
order to make up its sicleen Orange appoint-| 
ments, must have added these eight transfers 
to the nine appointments’ which were ‘made 
by Mr. Bowell ; and for whioh alone he is .re- 
sponsible, Now it beppans that of the eight 
gentjemen temporarily appointed by the 
keozie Government, and whose positions 
have been made permanent by the present 
Administration, wo are,,Roman Catholics, 
We cannot say what the religious denomin- 
ation of the other six is; but as far as we 
have any means of ascertaining, there is not 
a single one of them an Orangeman. | So much 
for one part of our contemporary’s charge, 

The general charge of foul play towards 
Roman Catholics because of their religion, 
implied in the Canadians article, is equally 
foundationless ; and it will be found upon 
the strictest investigation that in every in- 
stance where appointment were given to Pro- 
tesatants or Urangemen in the Toronto Custom 
House, or any other branch of the ‘depart- 
ment, in preference to Roman Catholics, it 
was because they were better entitled to 
them than the Roman Catholios, as a reward 
of the services of themselves or their backers 
to the Government of which .Mr, Bowell is a 
member. Wedonot moeanto defend this 
aystem of making appointments asa reward 
for political support ; but it is an undeniable 
fact that it is the recognised practice of both 
parties, and at present thore appears to be no 
remedy for it. If we take the whole Viyil 
Service of the Dominion it will bo found that 
Roman Oatholics, in the ratio in which they 
go to form our population, have monopolised 
more than their share of appointments ; aud if 
we compare the Roman Catholia and Protes- 
tant population of this city, it will be found that 
evon in the Toronto Custom’ House the same 
order of things obtains, The great trouble 
with the dittierent Parties must bein doter- 
mining of what real value the Catholic vote 
has been to them. We scarcely think that 
that element is ever counted by eithor party 
as one that oan really be relied'upon,-but is 
placed in the political category of ‘‘now you 
seo it, and naw you don't ;” and when its re- 
ward comes to be reckoned the morest guess 
work has to be used. But in the favs of all 
this, Roman Catholics manage to obtain from 
both parties the lion’s share of the spoils ; 
and so far as the Customs Department is oon- 
cerned, we challongs the /rish Canadian or 
any other Roman Catholic journal to, point 
out a single instance whore a Roman Catholio 
who had real claims upon the Conservative 
party has been discriminated against. The 
appointments of Mr; Heffernan, as Collector 
at Guelph, and Mr, M, P. Ryan as Collector 
at Montreal, aro proofs that what wo say is 
true. In fact Mr. Bowoll, because he is an 
Orangeman. has been #6 particular that a 
Roman QOatholio should receive his reward 
when he had the semblance of a claim, that 
many of his own warmest friends and sup- 
portors /.ave considered themselves discriminated 
against, But Ven suupposing ho has appoint- 
ed one or two Orangemen to positions in the 
Toronto Custom Houso, oan it be said that ho 
did so because they were Orangemon? Cor. 
tainly not. The services of the Orangemen of 
Toronto entitle thom to three Civil Servioo 
appointments in this city where they receive 
one; and we now assert that if there had 
been a liberal Roman Catholio, instead of an 
Orangeman, at the head of the Department of 
Oustoms since 1878, w larger number of Or- 
angemen, because of their services to, tho 
Conservative party, would haye received ap-

Bn Route to Winnipeg, 


To the Bditor of the Intelligencer. 
My Dear Sir The atoamor Sf. 
one of the best of the line, about 900 tops—a 
propellor, there is nothing to obatruot the 
magnificent saloon, which is sub-divided into 
a smoking room, ateward’s pantry and ladies 
saloon—luxuriantly furnished, tine piano, and 
brilliantly lightod—the table excellent ofh- 
cered by oapable and courteous mon. A tine 
corps of negro waiters, whioh includes » band 
of five who give a vooal and instrumental con 
cert overy evening. Tho state-roome aro all 
outside rooms, and very comfortably fur- 
nished. After a pleasant rou from Buffalo, 
calling at Erio, we arrivod at Cleveland, ap- 
propriatoly dosigoated “the Forest City.” 
The oity is divided by the Cuyahoga rivor ; 
viaduct whioh cost over $200,000, and which 
connects the two portions of the city, i# one 
of the most notiooable foatures ; it consists of 
a bridge and strect moasuring 3,211 foot in 
longth and 64 in width ; tho draw span is 332 
feot long, turn-tablo 32 feot in diamotor ; it is 
operated by a 50 horse power engine, 4,000 
yoasols passod through tho draw in 1880. 700 
atroot care, 3,500 waggons, and 22,000 peaple 
oroas tho viaduct daily. The woight of iron 
used is 1,450 tons, Euclid Avenue is proba- 
bly the most beautiful avenue upon the 
continent — about five miles in length, 
beautiful troos on each side, and the most 
costly and magnificent dwellings, A no- 
tioeable feature is that overy residence is 
built at the same distance from tho street, 
leaving a oharming and spacious lawn or 
garden in front. For miles these beaatifal 
lawns and gardens tilled with fine old troos, 
statuary, fountains, lovely fowers, lie side by 
side without a feaco or division of any des- 
oription, presonting the appearance of a grand 
park. Many have no fence dividing them 
from the ayenue, while those which are fono- 
ed have endeavored to make them as light 
and delicate as possible, The original pro- 
prietor mado it a condition in each deed that 
the purchaser should erect a building, which 
should oost not less than a fixed sum, aad be 
removed from the aveauo a certain distance, 
Along the Hudson andin many other oities 
as costly residences as must of those upon the 
avenue may be found,but the general effect is 
unequalled. Mrs, Garfiold has a very beau- 
tiful dwelling of light colored stone upon the 
avonuc, Every person visiting Cleveland 
should not fail to see Woodlawao Cemetery, 
where reposes the dust of the great Garfield. 
A vault, the property of Mr, Schofield, is the 
place where the body is placed. The vault is 
guarded by soldiers night and day, and 
through the wire door oan be distinctly seen 
the copper casket and the ti»ral offerings. pre- 
sented by Queen Vicioria, the Consuls of the 
Various nations and others ; in a temporary 
glass building is the catafalque. Most oharm- 
ing is tho last resting place of the 
noble President. No doubt the nation will 
erect in this beautiful comotry an appropriate 
vault, The elestriclight has been adopted 
by many of the business places with great 
success, The avenue is lighted by these 
lamps and poles of 150 feet in height ocrected 
at the corners of several of the streets, each 
pole having eight lamps, The area thus light- 
ed is very great. A stranger would naturally 
wonder where the immense wealth required 
to build up such a city could be acquired, but 
a few momenta’ reflection is all that is neces- 
sary for the solution of the problem, after cast- 
ing a glance at the miles of workshops and 
manufacturies whioh fill the great Valley of 
Cuyahoga. The city is growing with wonder- 
ful rapidity and rapidly inoreasing its oom- 
meroe, A charming park called Lake View 
covers the entire lako front and thus 
scréons from view the broken banks and rug- 
go? cliffs which would,if uncovered, be a great 
distigurement, 


Passing Sandusky and Point aux Pelee we 
arrived at the Detroit river, twenty-seven 
miles long and from half a mile to two miles 
wide, being the boundary between the States 
and Canada, commencing at the foot of Lake 
St. Olair and emptying into Lake Erie, You 
pass fifteen islands within the first twelve 
miles—a writer calls the islands the tinest in 
the world and the river finer than Niagara— 
Occasionally, you see most beautiful land- 
scapes, while many points have considerable 
historio interest. And now we approach 
Detroit. On the right is Windsor, directly 
opposite Fort Wayne, a bastioned redoubt 
mounted with heavy ordnance, The city has 
beon the soene of one surrender, twelve 
massacres and fifty battles. The avenues are 
from one hundred to two hundred feet broad, 
and are shaded by an abundance of trees. 
Jefferson and Woodward avenues are broad, 
stately, and very beautiful. Oh the houses, 
gardens, fountains,statuary, gorgeously draped 
ladies and children, carriages of every shape 
and style, stores filled with the most costly 
merchandise, ouriosities, paintings, piok 
nacks mos: beautiful to look upon, but very 
dangerous to the pooket. The Vity Hall, a 
handsome building in the station style, 200 
feet long, niuoty feet wide and 180 feet high 
to the top of the tower, costing $600,000, 1s 
one of the most ooble of the public buildings, 
The market was excellent, the building mia- 
erable, but the supplies wonderful. Such 
salmon and white-fieh, fruits of all kiods in 
profusion. The cleotrio light somewhat in 
uso, but has not achieved such triumphs as 
in the other cities alluded to. On through 
Laico St. Ulair, 25 milos long. Through the 
wonderful ahip canal dug right through the 
centre of the Lake, then Into the lovely 
St, Clair River, through which the waters of 
Huron tako their way to the ooean, 48 milos 
long, and then we glide into Lake Huron, 
passing Port Huron and Fort Gratiot. Lako 
Huron is 574 foot above tide water, and is 
surrounded by low shores on all sides, It is 
about 100 miles in breadth and 250 miles long, 
terminating atthe straits of Mackinac. 80 
on through the entire length of Huron, into 
one of the most picturesque and beautiful 
rivers on the continent, the Sault Sto Marie, 
connecting Lakes Superior and Huron, 62 
miles long Ovocasionally you pass through 
& narrow chanool with beautifal shoros, the 
donse primeval forest, then into lakes many 
miles in diameter, dotted with lovely islands, 
Drummond, Pipe, Limo, &0. Lake George 
Is 9 milos long, 4 milos broad, and surrounded 


with shores marvollously rosombling tho far- 
famod Lake Goorge.

As somo of our city brewers have commenced 
their fall browings there will probably be con- 
siderable hops wanted betwoon now and the 
arrival of now parcels, and as a dealer re- 
marked to-day, thoro will be a groat difficulty 
in getting them. From what we can loaro 
of the disastrous shortage in the English 
orop this season, it seems that the surplus 
supplies from this sido will all be wanted, 
Our last advices from Kogland state that 
despite she enormous cost to which hops 
have rison of late, they are still rapidly ad- 
vanving, stocks having been dwindled down 
to almost nothing. As high as cleven 
guineas per owt. was paid fur Sussex hops 
in London, on July 27th, after which £12 
was asked, and no new English hops could 
then bo had under £9 per owt. Even old 
1880's aro freely brought up at £6 6s, and all 
old parcels away back as far as 1878's are be- 
ing hunted up. The following, taken from 
Me.sra W. H. & H LeMay’s report, dated 
July 23th, will give our readers some idea of 
the situation in England :—*‘ Reports from 
the plantations continue very bad, Oar worst 
fears are realised ; thousands of acres are bee 
-y.nd recovery, and will not have a hop picked 
ou them, Poles almost bare, with here and 
thore a few black, filthy leaves sticking out 
of them, is the appearance of the hop gar- 
dovs of England, If there was a duty <n now 
many of the best judges would lay against 
£20,000 old duty or 600,000 owte,, and there 
is fifteen months’ trade before there isa chance 
of getting another English orop. America 
cannos possibly spare more than 40,000 cwts., 
and the Continent, if she sends 10,000 owts. 
will exhaust herself and be again a buyer 
next summer. Thus the total of the new 
crop that the English brewer will be able 
to command will not exceed 180,000 cwte,, 
or, with adding 20,000 cwts,. for every 
possible improvement that might under the 
most favorable circumstances now happen to 
the English orop, 200,000 owts., leaving a 
deticionvy of 400,000 owts, The old hops of 
all lates now in existence will not exceed 50,- 
000 owts. All circamstanoces point to prices

Having landed in Liverpool, passed the 
‘‘oustoma” and “lunohed,” we took train for 
Barnsley, Yorkshire, the home of the paronts 
of my travelling companion, Spent a day or 
two thore and then we went to Scotland, tho 
land of “brown hoath and shaggy wood,” 
First visited Edinboro’ the city of classic 
interost and architectural beauty. Spent 
several days in viewing the many points of 
intoreat to a strangor in Edinboro.’ Our im. 
pression, after spending a few days thoro, of 
the people and place are of a most pleasing 
oharactor, Edinboro’ as a site consists main- 
ly of heights and hollows, acolivities and ra- 
vines in much diversity of character, ‘It 
must have acquired,” says a writer, ‘Ite cone 
tour from a stupenduous series of shooks, 
upheavals and surging denudations.” It con- 
tains remarkable masses of igneous and 
stratified rocks, in varieties, com positions, 
dips and mutual relationships illustrative of 
many of the most striking changes which 
have ocourred in the crust of the earth. Tho 
site is fascinatiog to tourists andinvites them 
to an intelligent study of it, At the same 
timo, it offera thom a number of vantago- 
grounds, partloalarly Arthur's Seat, Salisbury 
Orag, Calton Hill and Castle Rock, for sur- 
veying one of the most gorgeous panoramic 
views in the world. 

While it would be exceedingly interesting 
to give a detailod acc» of what nature has 
done for Edinboro’ and its immediate sur- 
roundings, we must not tarry here, \awing to 
the limited time and space at our disposal, 
We arrived at Edinboro’ on Saturday oyon« 
ing, July 15th, found the Wayorly Tompor- 
ance Hotel full, next went to the Oockburn 
Temperance House—obtained lodgings there, 
Here we might add with propriety that we 
were delighted to find that ia Edinboro’ Tem- 
perance Hotels are the most popular and at 
this time found them filled with tourists and 
others to their utmostocapacity. The ‘Cook. 
burn” from the genial and gentlemanly propri- 
etor to the humblest attendant, was all that we 
could desire, and in every respect satisfactory 
to the passing traveller wishing a cozy house 
for a few days at moderate rates, As the next 
day was the Sabbath, the Sabbath of Edin- 
boro’ firat attracted our attention and delight. 
We could not but notice the high regard aud 
respect the citizens had for the Lord’s day. 

@ had often heard Scotland commended ‘in 
this respect, but now our eyes saw the things 
we had often read and heard about. We 
were told that Edinboro’ in this respect 
was buta fair type of Sootland through- 
out. We frequently hold as a pattern our 
own land, Canada, ospecially Ontario, but 
are now compelled to confess that we have 
not not yet seen the equal of Edinboro’, It 
seemed to us, at Church going time, from the 
mass of people on the streets, literally throngs, 
that every houee must be emptied, and that 
old and young were allon the way to the 
“Kirk,” The church, St. Cuthbert, Dr, 
Maogregor’s, that we attended was filled to 
overflowing, and many to go away for 
want of room. The other churches, we were 
told, were filled in a like manner, and this a 
Sabbath morning in the holiday season of the 
year We were shipped in the evening to the 
Methodist Church on Nicolson’s Square. The 
attendance was not quite as large, Both ser 
vices were very profitable. The Edinboro’ 
streets, apart from church going timo, were 
very quiet, so much so one could scarcely im- 
agine himselfin the m{dat of a population of 
hundreds of thousands, 

We shall now notice some of the points of 
interest visited by us during the next few 
days. The Edinboro Castle, one of the ten 
great attractions of the city, extends from the 

planade, a large open square to the east of 
the Castle, through a large gate ia the wall 
surrounding the Castle and adjoining build- 
ings, It is aituated onahill oyer 500 feot 
high, being central as well gives a magni- 
ficent view of the city. The most important 
of the buildings composingthe group inside 
of the wall, are the old prison, the Argyle 
battery, the armory, with storage for 30,000 
stand of arms, the officers’ quarters and the 
castle proper inside; the palace court contain- 
ing the citadel, the highest division of the 
castle, which is a square of 100 feet each way. 
The old Parliament Hall occupies the south 
side of this court, and was used as currently 
for royal banquets, as Parliament meotings. 
The old Royal Palace occupies the south and 
east sides of the palace Syard—was bnilt at 
various periods down to 1616, and was lo 
the feidetios or retreat of ten Kinga aaa 
Queens of Scotland. In this palace we wore 
shown Quoen Mary’s bed-room, only 8 by § 
feet, with a recess to the one small window 
ofabout 3 fect. Here Queen Mary gave 
birth to James 6th of Scotland, and Ist of 
England, oo the 19th June, 1566. A stone 
tablet over the arch ofthe old doorway with 
the initials, H and M, inwrought for Henry 
aod Mary, and the date 1566, commemorate 
this eyent. Tho room has undergone very 
little change since then, The origival ceilin, 
is still preserved, wrought in ornamen 
wooden panels, with the initials J. KR. and 
M. R., surmounted with the royal crown in 
alternate apartments, On the wall is the 
Roysl Arms. Above the fire-place, snd on 
the wall opposite is the date of the birth of 
Mary’s son, 19th June, 1566. In the room is 
anold oak chair, which was there when 
James was born, also a blook of thorn tree, 
whioh was planted by the unfortunate Mary 
at Sochleum, was out down in 1849, and pre- 
sented by SirG. Montgomery, There is no 
doubt but that Mary’s room is one of the 
oldest and best preserved parts of the ancient 
palace. We now enter what ts called the 
Orown-Room, containing the ancient regalia 
comprising Crown, Soeptre, 
Sword ot State, together with some Royal 
jowels of immense worth, Hail a fino view of 
them. Purchased a photograph of thom asa 
souvenir, Sir Walter Scott has historically 
and graphically described these splondid and 
ancient insignia in a book specially written by 
him for the purposo. The filled with intense 
interest and Mollght with what we had soon, 
we now pass out of the Palave yard to the 
Halfmoon battery, still within the wall en- 
closure. Jt was built in 1574 andis now 
mounted with 14 gans and adjoins an oloo- 
tric apparatus for discharging # daily one 
o’olook time. Tho whole apparatus,whioh we 
cannot here taketime to describe, to offort 
this oue o'clock sslute by oleotricity from 
Calton Hill and Greenwich, is o most intense. 
ly interoating work, the outcome of the gon 
fus of men. Beyond tho northeast ond of the 
Halfmoon Battery, stands St. Margaret's Obap- 
ol,a small Norman edifice,the only building of 
tho Castle of oarlior date than the 15th Con- 
tury, and is the oldest extant building io Ed- 
inboro, It was the private oratory of Margarot, 
Queen ot Malgolm Canmore. Near by this Chap- 
elon the King’sBastion stands the now famous 
old monator piece of ordnance, called Mons 
Mog. Itis a mammoth cannon, and is said 
to havo a wonderful history, which we oan- 
not give here, Having ayant a couple of 
hours of thrilling interest In the Castle #ur- 
voy we now pass Outupon the Eeplanado, 
whore {se drilling a regiment of soldiors, not 
knowing how soon they might be required for 
Egypt. Wo noxt pase into High Street, on 
either side of which aro located buildings of 
raro historic and olassio interest. Io ono of 
tho closes off this stroot, In a dark and gloomy 
passage, we wore shown the little room rent- 
od by Burne and his follow aspprontioe, for 3 


ot Scotland, 


shillings a wook,whon Burns first did service. 
In E, A, Close is a narrow passage 
from 3 to 5 
high, lesding from tho street back into the 
rear apartments and dwollings, 
of these clouos we found as evidences of the 
faith of those who built and lived in theso 
homes of hundreds of years ago, such mottoos 
an tho following, carved in the stono over the 
doors:

for. Wolseley adds that ho will bo glad to ro- 
coive all the ohiefs disposed to assist in ro. 
prossing the rebellion. 

Consrantinorie, Aug, 16,—A draft of the 
military convention proposed by the Porte to 


England was as followa: ‘‘That tho Tur- 
kish army undertakes the pacification of 
Egypt without foreign assistance, Tho 


British to remain in their present position 
and not to participate in the operations. Tho 
Tarks shall be allowed the use of Alexandria 
asa base for operations, Tho Turks and 
British both to withdraw after tho paolfication 
of the country.”  Dufforin rejected this 
draft and submitted anothor stipulating that 
the Tarks should not undertake the operation 
without the consent of the British Comman- 
der. British officers should be attached to 
tho Turkish headquarters and the question of 
evacuation subject to a special convention. 
It is believed there is no probability of the 
Porte accepting the English conditions, At 
Suda bay there are four hundred and ten Tur- 
kish troops assembled,

os Grain “Shortages. 


A great fuss has been ralsod, solely wo 


believe for political purposes, over the fact 
that duty has been charged on grain short- 
ages. The Government have been abused 
for enforcing tho law, and the law has been 
excorated as calculated to injure the carry- 
ing trade of the country. But how yground- 
less the indignation of tho Grit prosa has 
been, tho report of an interview with Mr. 
Mingaye, Collectorof Customs at Winnipeg, 
willahow. Mr, Mingaye, who is one of the 
moat competent officers in the Department, 
was formerly Collector at Kingston, and 
has therefore been in aposition to thorough 
ly acquaint himaclf with the law. He con- 
tends that the duty on shortage must bo 
paid, unless it can be shown that the vessel 
did not take on the full cargo alleged by 
the bill of lading. Tho hatches are not 
sealed down, and the yeasel passes through 
a great deal of Usnadian territory before 
arriving at Kingston. It would be an essy 
matter to dump outa little grain. If for- 
warding companies would guarantee that 
the amount tho vessel is short is not put io 
ber, and inside a month hand in a certili- 
cate to that effect from the shipping port, 
no duty would be demanded. Recently 
vessel was 600 bushels deficient, A guar- 
anteo was given, and the shortage shown to 
bave ooourred in Chicago. No duty was 
demanded. If in this case as certificate 
could be secured, why could not o cortitioate 
for 60 or 100 bushels shortago be likewise 
obtained! Mr, Mingaye says there is no 
desire on the part of the Customs authort- 
tles to be tyrannical, but they have a duty 
to perform. The collector is placed in ollive 
to collect the revenue on all dutiable goods, 
and unless it can be shown that the grain 
was never putin the vessel, his duty is plain. 

The trouble appears to be that somobody 
has been wanting to mar.ufacture political 
capital, regardless of the injury done the 
trade of the country in obtaining the ond 
in view. How little ground there was for 
recent complaints is shown by the Kingston 
Whig, which shows thatthe tteamship 
Busyness wet the 160 pounds of wheat re- 
ported ‘‘short.” The same paper says 
that the crew of another vessel which was 
short confeased that owing to the awinging 
ot the vessel away from the elevator spout 
at the loading port, one whole draft of 
wheat went overboard into the river. The 
Whig also says ; ‘‘ Recently the schooner 
Jamaica was 40 bushels short, but the cap- 
tain did notcomplain. He had the grain 
in the forepeak of the hold. It had been 
damaged.” The Whig is investigating the 
shortage complaints, and is bringing out 
the truth, no matter which side is hit, 
This is the proper spirit. 

So far from the Government hampering 
the grain trade, they have been doing the 
exact contrary, the law having been framed 
with that intent, the requirements of the 
law being leas strict with regard to grain 
than as to merchandise, Their object has 
been to prevent the smuggling of grain 
from the States into Canada, but in order 
to still further facilitate the trade, they 
will in all probability act upon the recom-~ 
mendation of the Minister of Oustoms, 
namely to accept a declaration on oath that 
bulk has not been broken between the ship= 
ping port and the port of destination. This 
will remove any ground of complaint that 
the grumbling Grits and the advocates of 
the United States route may be able to 
urge.

Surgeons of Ontario. The Intermediate is 
taken pro tanto by nearly all the examining 
bodies in Ontario, Tho subjects of the 

Intermediate are so arranged as to include 
those required by the Incorporated Law 
Society of Ontario, the Ontario College of 
Pharmacy and other chartered socicties as 
Entrance Examination. Tho Intermediate 
{s also one of the examinations required to 
be passed by Public School Teachers, From 
these dotails it will be seen that the oxami- 
nation is of paramount importance to boys 
and young men. The time required for 

Preparation for it will vary with tho ago, 

capacity and knowledge of the pupil, but 

need not be more than two years from tie 
entrance examination. In all those sub 
jects the yory best instruction may be had 

{n our High School,and all our boys should 

be looking forward to passing this oxamit 

ation, A boy who his passed tho Inter 
mediate should then proceed with his 

Matriculation work for the Universities o1 

the Law Society and should, if possible 

attempt Honors.

THe GREAT WORK. 


& SEUMON 
BY THE REN, CHARLES WADSWORTH, D. D. 


Tam doing a great work, so that I cannot 
come down.—Nehemiah vi. 3, 

I need not pause to prove that the Jews 
were from the first a typical people, The 
church had in its time regarded the Exodus as 
an emblem of Christion life, and we have 
divine authority for considering God’s subse- 
quent treatment of that nation as at least strik- 
ingly illustrating all spiritual experience, 
Assuming this, our text oontains mavh | prao- 
tical instruction ; and Nehemiah, acting here 
by divine direotion, is a pattern of what God 
would have all his children do in similar or 
analogous circumstances, You will remember 
the history, Nehemiah was an illustrious Jew 
born in Babylon during the captivity, chosen 
by God as tho man to lead back the Israelites 
from the long exile, and to rebuild the walls 
of Jerusulem, aod repair the desolations and 
reatore the old glories of Zion. In this work, 
as was to be expected, he ‘constantly encoun- 
tered the opposition of enemies, All the sur- 
rounding heathera ho des remembered with 
fear the former power of this God proteot- 
ed people: and especially the rival kingdom 
of Samaria looking with a jealous eye upon 
the reviving glories of Jerusalem; and all 
more or leas sot themselyea against Nehe« 
miah’s work.  Incited chiefly by Sanballat, a 
Moabitish chief,-and Tobiah, a renegade Sa- 
maritan, and allied with the powerfal tribes 
of Ammon and Ashdod, they strove earnestly 
to hinder the rebuilding of Jerusalem. The 
first weapon was ridicule, thinking to shame 
the pomoey Jew ousof his hamble toil on 
the foundations. Foiled in this they threat- 
ened personal violence on the Jewish work 
men, which Nehemiah prevented by arming 
the people, so that every man who wielded 
a tool in bis hand had, as well,a sword upon 
his thigh. Thus foiled alike in their ridicule 
and their violence, they resorted to stratagem, 
endeavoring to weakea Nehemiah’s authority 
and indeed to take his life, Now our text is 
part of the record of this last effort. It is 
the patriot’s reply to their insidious invitation 
to meet them for consultation in a small vil- 
lage on the plain of Ono ; and as often as the 
ensnaring request came, so often went back 
the wise snd noble answer, “J am doing a 
groat work, so I cannot come down.” 

Now, the wiedom of thie answer is mani- 
feat, and its practisal instruction is manifold, 
Had we time we should show how it reveals 
the secret of all sucoessful labor, viz, just to 
do one great. work to do, and to be constantly 
and earnestly ding it—to concentrate time 
and talent and will on some one true and 
worthy work. The monuments reared along 
the tract of generations that ma) k the epochs 
of heroio life are insoribed with Paul's inspir- 
ed watchword, ‘* This one thing I do.” This 
was tho scoret of Casar’s resistless victorics. 
Ho hod ‘one thing todo,” and the world 
could not hinder him. Seizing a shield, he 
rushed upon the éxu'tant foo, orying, '* Flee 
if you will; I die bere!” Andit was Napol- 
oon’s war ory, as he snatched the banner from 
its shridking bearer’s hand, and flinging it to 
the wind droye his war-horse into the very 
jaws of death, oryiog, ‘Follow your Gono- 


ral!” And it was Luther’s when, approach- 
ing tho stronghold of spiritual conflict, he 
oried, ‘* Think not to hinder me, I would go 


on if the devils wore as many as the roof- 
tiles!” And it) was Columbus’ when, 
jn spite of ponury afd dospisal and mutiny, 
through bihow and blast he found a new oon- 
tinent. Aud it was Newton's when, stornly 
conquering all tondencics and temptations to 
indolonce, he woot a#broad in h mighty 
maroh through the universe, moasuring God's 
footatops, star by star, through the firma. 
mont of heaven. So it has boon, so it ovor 
will bo. To have ono thing to do, and to do 
it, is the simple soo1et of success, Whatover 
be a man’s aim—to accumu ato a fortune, to 
succeed in a profession, to attain solontifio or 
literary distinotion—this motto must be in. 
sonibed Gal his banner, ‘* This one thing I do,’ 
Lifo ia too short and human Intolloot too foo- 
blo to allow of division or divorsion in its 
onorgiod., ‘Tho world is fall of obstacles and 
enemies to tho aspiring. A thousand solici. 
tations tompt eyen the bravest spirit to relin- 
quish enterprise oF relax offorte, And the 
earth is tilled with the ruins of half-finished 
work, not because, ## on Shinar, God samoto

merce, Novertheless it has as woll a higher 
Spiritual application, inasmuch as this up- 
building of Jerusalom has always boon ro- 
garded as a typeof religious edification 
whether in individuals or the ohurch, ; 

Therefore, let us go on now to consider it 
secondly, as setting forth the great secrot of 
such spiritual progress, And inning with 
its application to the ohuroh, in its wide and 
glorious work of the world’s conversion, the 
analogy is most apparent, Even from the 
calling of Abraham until now this haw been 
the church's ministry, And its experience 
has been precisely like that of these Jows in 
upbuilding Jerusalem. All the outlying hea- 
thenisms and infidelities ot the world have 
allied themselves against it, first with its 
laugh of derision, av of the antediluvians at 
Noah's foolish ark building, and then with 
armed opposition of all old Paganisms against 
tho Jewish exodus, and last with seductive 
blandushments of the imperial idolatries 
tempting Israel to sin. Meanwhile the true 
Progress and edification of the church has 
ever been measured by hor adherence to Ne- 
hemiah’s simple rule, ‘' To keep herself stead- 
ily and oaroestly at her appointed work ” 
Aod this sbould surely and espeolally be the 
oburch’s rule in the present. The time has 
long passed when infidelity could think to put 
down christianity with a sneer, To-day every 

living nation on earth ‘» nominally Christian, 
and the cross against the crescent are the 
standards that wave over great fields of battle, 
Nor do ‘hese infidelities, like the Neros of old 
time, think to overbear the church and cause 
of Christ with the brute forces of persecation 
and martyrdom, for sixteen centuries ago the 
haughty Ca@sars bowed themselves to the 
Babe of Bethlehem, —and to-day, over islands 
and continents where the Roman eagles never 
flew, the banner of the cross Waves in magni- 
ficont ascendancy. Nevertheless, the malig. 
nant opposition of the carnal heart to Christ 
has lost none of its bitterness. I have no 
limita here to consider the different ways in 
which this enmity is manifest Iam only 
thinking of the church’s beat answor to every 
adversary’s challenge, ‘I am doing a good 
work and cannot come dvwn.” 

There was a time, indeed, io her history 
when, as in regard of demoralized and dis- 
maotled Jerusalem, it was needful that cham- 
pions should stand at the foundations, armed 
with battle axe and bow, while they wrought 
at the foundations, trusting indeed even then 
to their protecting Omnipotence, yet setting 
their armed watch while they made their 
prayer to God. Bat, blessed be God, that 
time has long ago passed, The great funda. 
mental truths of Christianity, the being of a 
God and the mediation of Ubrist, and a future 
retribution, these are established beyond all 
question in every heart that receives the Bi- 
ble as true, And the truth of that Bible, and 
the ultimate triumph of Christianity in oon- 
quering a world, is placed beyond all fear 
even of God’s feeble minded children The 
argoments whereon they rest have been in- 
crea ing in the lapse of generations, until the 
truly pbilosophio conolusion of the divine 
origin of creation and the divine inspiration 
of Christianity are no longer matters of the- 
ory, but of a glorious moral demonstration ; 
and our language is no longer, ‘‘I think they 
are true,” ‘‘ Il am convinced they are true,” 
‘© believe they are true,” but, ‘I know, I 
know in whom I have believed.” Though as 
yet we know only in part, yet, blessed be 
God, in part we do know. 

Away then with the meagre and misgiving 
Christianity, which stands trembling for its 
Bible and its God whenever some bewildered 
genius or some self-admiring imbecile parades 
philosophio unbelief in public places ; or with 
a meauer bearing still descends from the Gib- 
raltar of faith,that stands high above the dash 
of stormy billows, to give battle to every sea 
bird that soreams and every polyp that 
squirms by its adamantine foundations. Why, 
this is jast what these men most desire, for 
thereby they best serve the cause of the great 
father of lies; this is the very end and aim 
of these champions of evil, What for gen- 
erations they could not do by strength they 
would now do by strategy. They would keep 
the army of the living to skirmish about for- 
saken outposts, or to defend dismantled for- 
tresses, when thoy should be following their 
great leader on over the tribes and peoples 
and the kingdoms of the world. In such con- 
tests there sre no viotories won for Christ and 
no laurels gained even forthe brows of the 
champions, for between true science aad re- 
velation there never has, never oan be any 
conflict, They are both replete with divine 
truth, but abide in spheres whose circumfer- 
ence never touch each other. The one is 
soiritual, the other material ; the one natural. 
the other supernataral ; the one of the earth, 
earthly, the other of the heaven, heavenly. And 
you might as well set yourself to guard.yond 
er glorious sun from yonder glorious ocean ; 
you might as well movea mighty engine by 
reciting the Ten Commandments; you might 
as well go about to search outor reconcile 
some disagreement between the Fall of Nia- 
garaandthe Song of Solomon, as to talk 
about reoconoilling nature and revelation. 
Certainly it is no part of Christianity in our 
day to be fighting sham battles with ghosts. 
Though ever 9, to giye sareason for the 
hope that is in her, and to show tbat there 
can be no conflot because there is no connexi- 
on between moral and material science. and 
foarloss altogether asto the rosult of tho 
migbtiest assault upon the outpost of Chris- 
tianity, yet that very fearlessness should oon- 
atrain us steadily at our work, not turning 
aside, as to a reality, to the thrice-laid spectre 
of infidelity, Give Obristianity an antagonist 
that has not been mastered a thousand times 
in the conflict of ages and she will surely and 
gladly come forth tothe challenger, But 
shame on tho builder of Zion who must needs 
rash forth to answer the howl of a deg of 
Samaria, O no! no! Standing with hor 
feet onthe Rook of Agos, with a revealed 
God above and around, avd a dying world 
before her, unto every infidel oballenge to 
desoond to the plain of Ono, either for oom: 
promise or confi ot, her response should bo 
that of Nehomiab, both in its gontlonoss and 
ite grandeur, ‘*] am doing a groat work and 
oannot come town,” 

But passing now from tho text’s applica- 
tion to the uvivereal charoh, lot us go on to 
regard it as tho law of individual Obristian 
life ; for such a significant inspiration mant- 
fostly intended to give it, in recording the 
faot so oarofully, that in rebuilding the walls 
of Joraslom ‘‘overy man was sob to build over 
against his own house,” And this work of 
overy individual Obristian isa groat work 
and a glorious one, Tho Chriatian has a groat 
work for himself, working out under gospel 
influence his own salvation with fear and 
trombling. It is groat in regard of othors, 
Wo aro not morely childron of God going 
home to glory; but woare follow-workors 
with God—keepors of beacons to imperilled 
marinors in a dark night of storms—oarsmon 
of a life-boat outon tho wild ooean saving 
drowning souls from destruction, Yes, wo 
havea groat work in regard of our glorious 
God and Savionr, ©! it was ae onocirolin 
the Holy Tomplo, wherein Johovah was glori- 
fled asa great King and worshipped as a 
great God, that Nehemiah so carneeny 
wrought upon tho walle of Joruealom, An

Another grievance is the sale of articles 
otherwise than by weight or measure. The 
little boxes which were originally used 
for the sale of strawberries have been 
brought into use for the disposal of other 

es, such as currants, pears,taspberrics, 
tomatoes and even new potatoes very early 
in the season, These deceptive little con- 
trivances used to hold about a quart, wine 
measure, when first introduced, and al- 
though they are now supposed to contain 
the same quantity, they have been reduced 
in size untifthey hold vory little more 
than a pint, imperial measure, Then ber- 
ries, plums and other fruits are sold by the 
pail, potatoes by the bag,&o., and in almost 
every instance the purchaser finds that the 
quantity of the goods purchased is leas than 
he supposed. Now we hold that there 
should be no more supposition in regard to 
purchases on the market than as to pur- 
chases from a grocery or a dry goods store, 
or other trading/establishment. No body 
guesses at the quantity of tea, sugar, cloth, 
or other article bought in a shop—not even 
the people who sell by guess work on the 
market. Then why should the present un- 
fair system be continued on the market— 
unfair it must be to either buyer or seller— 
and as we have neyer heard of the sellers 
complaining, we must conclude tnat the 
latter, have the best of the bargain, and 
jally asthe guess-work system 
...being extended, There is 
hod of dealing which is fair to 
"both purchaser and vendor alike, and that 


attempted it can be cheoked by the inter- 
position of the law, The Government have 
provided for fair dea'ing by requiring the 
weights and measures to be just, but they 
cannot compel people to buy or sell by 
weight or measure, Therefore the remedy 
for this latter market grievance lies with 
the people themselves. If they refuse to 
purchase except by weight or by mesaurs, 
they will bring about a fair system of trad- 
ing. _ If they do not accept this sugyestion 
they will continue a system that is unjust 
and bas nothing whatever to recommend 
it We hope to see the people take united 
action in this matter,

A Bio SawMiLi.—A oorrespondent writes; 
Daring!the week [had ‘an opportunity of 


visiting the beautiful new sawmill of the 
Georgian Bay Lumbering Oo. at Waubau- 
shene. The mill hasbeen running about 
four months, and is scarcely in good run- 
ning order yet. It is 8 beautiful structure, 
built on the site of the old mill that was 
burnt last fall, at a oost of 885,000. The 
main building is 126170 ft, with an engine 
house attached of 20x30, a boiler house of 
36x40, and a machine shop of 60:80. The 
buildings are fitted up with the very best 
andlatestatylesof machinery,and it employs 
7i men, The mill is driven by two large 
twin engines of 250 horse power each, and 
is so constructed that in case one engine 
breaks down it can be disconnected, and 
the mill driven by the other. The cylinders | 
are 25 in. bore by 26 in, atroke, and drive 
3 gangs Of saws (1 stock pony and a slabbing 
gang), two twin ciroular saws, 1 large cirou- 
lar saw, and the lath mill. With these saws 
they turn ont an average of 150,000 feet of 
lumber and $0,000 lath per day ot 11-hoars, 
They saw an average of 1,200 logs per day.

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 


Dear Sir,—If you will allow me space I will 
try and lay before your readers some account 
of the above industry, é 

Tho discovery that fruit and moat could be 
peeverved in air-tight cans has been claimed 

y both England and France, No definite 
date oan be given of ite first discovory, bat it 
is Dow conceded that to mankind it was a most 
important discovery. If it be true that man« 
kiod was intended for a vegetable and fruit 
eating animal, he has boon br sUght nearer to 
4 state of nature by the hermetic can ; and in 
any case his good health has been lnoreased by 
allowing him to have, in something l\ke natur« 
al state, the yevotablos and fruits which up to 
forty years ago were exclusively confined to’ 
the spring aod summerseason And none but 
the wealthy could purchase out of season any 
of those frui # and vegetables that by importa. 
tion could be brought on the market,and when 
our eyes watered and throats ached for some of 
those delicacies, the prico of them put them 
out of our reach. But now any one can enjoy 
tho laxury of green peas or corn at Obristmas 
with strawberrios and G?oam. Ia fact, instead 
of going oft to market and calling at three or 
four differént places for those articles the good 
wife requires, sho oan goto her grocer and 
order beef tongue, ohioken, turkey, fish, with 
different kinds of sauces, corn, tomatoes, peas, 
berries, jellies , jams, &o, About the year 
1843 the canniog of fs) was commented in 
Newfoundland and }suine, A year or two 
after the canning of sweet corn was com 
menced in Maine, and Portland retains a place 
as ove of the most important centres of this 
industry. Baltimore is now an extensive rival 
in this line. The civil war in the United 
States stimulated, extended and greatly de- 
veloped the business, and although the Gov- 
ernment was swindled ont of vast soms of 
money, especially in meat contracts, through 
hasty and imporfeot canning, still the indas- 
try has been perfected and gains made which 
it bas not lost, Anexport trade has boen 
built up which is one of the promising ‘fea- 
tures of the country's business, » Not only are 
meat and fish cooked and canned and sent to 
Europe and other parts of the world, but 
canned vegetables have been received with 
great favor. In Germany and other countries 
there are large stores devoted exclusively to 
these American goods. In 1580 the preserve 
vegetables, as per Bureau of Statistica at 
Washington’ showed the amount of $'30,900, 
against $37,880 in 1870. For preserved fruits 
the figures in 1870 were $81,735, agaiaat $435, - 
290 in 1880. These figures show to what an 
extent the business is being oarried on. This 
year the estimate on canned corn alone is 
31,000,000. Surely Canada‘ought to make 
some effort to scoure, seme of this importa- 
tion; bot until very lately, or in, fact 
uaotil the National Policy put sush a heavy 
duty on canned goods (3 cents per 1b, ‘na 
formerly 10 per gent., ad valorem) our od 
goods nearly all came from the States, .

The ovaporating business is now 
making great headway, and this process is 
displacing the old fashioned sun-dried apples, 
For some time past the writer thought Prinoe 
Edward County ought to be a good place to 
locate a factory, and last winter we. finally 
decided to do so in Pioton, the town having 
granted us eremption from taxation on ‘ our 
works for ten yoars, Great difficulty has 


been experienced in getting farmers to. grow | 


roduce for ns, as they haye been growin 
Barley so long, and thinking nothing woul 

ay them so wel, only a few of them oonld 
bo tempted to try on a small scale, and oven 
those would nogleot it like theirgardons, But 
ifthey would put outa large quantity of 
corn, peas and tomatoos, and properly attend 
to them, they would find it far moro profit- 
able to them, and save a great amount of ox- 
pensiye help they, now employ at harvest 
time.

DOWN—THE **VOLGAR AND MI8CHIVOUS 
INSOLENOR” of THE ‘‘TIMES"—How A 
CANADIAN Migur RETORL, 


_ The folowing defence ot the Canadian Par- 
liamont resolutions on the subjoot,of Treiand, 
pecs in the St, James's Gazette of August 
L) Tie 
Tho petition of the Canadian Parliament to 
the Queon, praying her Majosty to roloase the 
Irish suspects, and to grant somo measure of 
independant local government to Ireland, was 
a shook to most of us, Although it was not 
intended to bo offensive, offensive it was, and 
altogether mistaken. While, however, we are 
all Li yess that the Canadien Parliament intor- 
for wrongly and unseasonably in Irish af- 
feirs, the doctrine which Lord Kimberley laid 
down in hor answer to the Canadians—tho 
dootrine which the Times had emphasized 
with #o rouch vulgar and mischievous in- 
solonce—is one which the British people can 
hardly be propared to adopt without some 
deductions. According to these two eminent 
authorities the offence of Canada {s, not that 
the interfered wrongly in Irish affairs, but 
that she interfered at all, Lord Kimborley 
vells the Dominion Parliamont that ‘all mat- 
tors relating tothe United Kingdom. exclu- 
sively appertain” to the Imperial Parliament 
and Ministry. The Times is enraptured with 
‘*the incisive directr e's” of this answer, 
and interprets it to wean the ‘domeatio 
snub, ‘Mind your own business.”’ Taking 
up Lord Kimborley’s text, that paper rates 
and soolds Canada as though she were a very 
drudge and.Jackey of the empire, Her. cou- 
duct is likened to ‘‘the familiar impu- 
dence of the domestic busybody ;” and the 
Dominion Parliament ‘‘may not be uvjastly 
compared to the Metropolitan Board of 
Works,” Certainly she never produced any 
prodigy of statesmanlike capacity,” From |) 
this point, workiug himself into a rage of the 
conteniplation of so ‘mudh ‘miedidcrity, the 
editor of the Times diverges into* jgeuoral 
attack upon colonial men and manners. The 
colonial personages who come over “dis. 
port themselves in London s ciety” are vain 
enough to believe that everybody is looking 
at them. They have no foreign relations at 
all yet, and no domestic problems worth speak- 
ing of, and they are constantly telling us how 
mich better they are able to manage their 
paltry affairs than we are our great ones ; yet 
the Times holds a colopial training to be ‘ the 
yery worst conceivable eo far as qualifying a 
man to meddle with Imperial politics is con- 
coerced.’ ‘* !he Prime slinistera of shoep-rung 
and’ railway lots,” forget themeclyés when 
they presume to advise us, They are worse 
than disloyal—they gre ungrateful, seein 
that the “colonies owe uaa great deal an 
make a remarkably smal! return.” We nurse 
their infant forms and noorish’ their rickety 
youth only to have them ‘‘putting prohibitive 
taxes upon our commeroe,” , They expect, to 
be defended by our fleets ahd armies, yet 
they only buy from us what they cannot ‘get 
as cheaply elsewhere. They do not even 
treat us with the respect and courtesy due to 
their peers. Their ‘‘reckless and presumptu 
ous interference” with problems of whose true 
character they are little in‘ormbd)” amoun 
to ‘fa vote of censure on Her Majesty's 
Government; and their. action in this case, 
on the most charitable theory of an “eleo- 
tioneoring dodge to catoh the Irish Vote,” i« 
sternly rebuked as a levity toward which Lord 
Kimberley has been only too tender, 
All this fierce tirade would be mischievous 
in the oolonies if they had not long ago taken 
the measure of the Tims’ inflaenos. And 
there is an ancient quarrel between the Zimes 
and Canada, dating from that famous injuno- 
tion to the Canadians to ‘' take up their free- 
dom and go,” for ‘the days of their appren- 
ticeship are over,’’ What prodaiced that. 
‘strain to shame us” Lord Kimberley at least 
should remember. It was inspired by the 
transactions connected with the Washington’ 
Treaty. That ‘glorious moral victory was 
never very highly thought of by the Oana- 
dians, The low colonial mind even conceived 
the idoa, which is ineradioably impressed 
upon it to this day, that Canada paid more 
than her share in the proouremént of that) 
solace to humanity and security to the” em- 
ire, What Cauada believed and atill | be- 
ieves, is that she was made use of by the Im- 
perial Government to settle its dangerous’ 
controversy with thd United States ; that the 
consideration given for the peace which was 
purchased at Washington was mainly at the 
expense of Canada, who sacrificed her yalu- 
able territorial rights on the Atlantic sea- 
board, and was made to ‘givo up her best 
harbor and most important point of dofonce , 
on the Pacific—ho was forced to ataadoh, 
hor olaims for the two Fenian invasions, in’ 
order that Great Britain’ might more quiokly: 
make peace with the United States,’ That, 
at least is the Canadian case ; andiit seems to 
us that a patriotic Canadian might retort very 
effectively on the Times, without going far 
from eithor truth or loyalty, in langaage that 
would be at least equal in dignity to that ofthe 
‘domestiosnub’ ;~*W hatisthis sia that wohave 
committed? Are we not ocitizena of, the 
British Empire, thep, that we must never 
say a word about the conduct of itu affairs? 
Wo did not tell your statesmen to mind tlieir 
own business. when they trafficked with the 
Amerioans in our fisheries and our island of 
San Juan, You should remember that the 
effects of your government of Ireland react 
directly upon ourselves, who also have a latge 
population, The enemies you make ere our 
enomiocs ; andit is we who aro even more 
directly exposed to thoir reyengo than you 
aro, as ~witnows tho Feoian ‘invasion of «our 
territory in 1867 and the tebellion on' the Red 
River. Thoe,advice wo, give may be unpslat- 
able, or it may be wrong, but if wo have no 
right to give it wo are aliens, and something 
less oven than those Anicricans from whom 
you reosive perpetually admonition and’ re- 
monatrance, {As to our politics, wo pretend 
to be no purer or botter than youare, An 
elootioneoring dodge to catoh tho Irish voto? 
This is assurance, transcending even thé fa- 
miliar impudonce of the busybody.' What fs 
it we heard of a certain compact in which 
: politioal support’ was to be the consideration 
given for the passing of an arrears bill? As 
to ‘prodigies of statesmaniile ospacity,’ 
perhaps tho less wo say about them the bet- 
ter, OUur statesmen are equal to managing 
thoir own affairs, which is more than oan bo 
said of yours.

Dustin, Aug. 19.

In the Amoliasburg district, many of the 
growers assort that they will not have half a 
crop; and in the Sophiasburg district, which 
is probably the largest hop growing district 
in Ontario, there will not be half aorop. One 
grower who has 34 acres, says that he will not 
have over quarter of a crop, Another that 
has 24 acres, ploughed up 17 aores this spring, 
and will not have half a orop on the balance, 
Other growers with trom 10 to 25 aores say 
their crop will not average over from quafter 
to half acrop., So that taking the County 
throughout, there is no doubt that the orop 
will not yield half that it did last year, some 
growers claiming not over one quarter, 

Buyers are looking around, and offering to 
contract at 30c., but we have heard of very 
litt'e contracted for at that price, as growers 
are holding off for higher prices, Last year 
the Prince Edward district yielded about 120 
tons. This year the yield will not exceed 60 
tons .

Discourse by Rey. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


HEALTHY RELIGION. 


With long lifewtll I satisfy him,—Psalm 
xci., 16. 


Through the mistake of its friends religion 
has been chiefly associated with siok beds and 
graveyards, ‘lhe whole subject to many peo- 
ple is odorous with chlorine and carbolic adid.

The 
danger of encouraging imposture and idleness

And what thanks have these seif-denying, 
hard-working ladies received from the council 
for their labors? [t is scarcely too much to 
say that they havo boon in the past persistently 
thwarted and snubbed byw numbor of ob- 
struotives and oroskers who ought never to 
have been allowed to misrepresent their fel- 
low oitizens at the council board.

In 
front of the cafes are rows of little round 
tables, at which people sit and drink their 
wine and study the crowd, composed of all 
nations, as it saunters past. 
| At night these Boulevards present a won- 
drous sight. The shops.and cafes are bril- 
liantly lighted inside and outside. Hundreds 
of carriages aré passing ; thousands of people 
are going along, and thousands occupy the 
tablesin front of the cafes—and all this oon- 
tinues till 2in the morning. The Gardens 
are another scene of enchantment at night. 
Thosé in the Champs Elysées ‘are most fre- 
quented, It is here that the open-air musio 
halls are situated. ; 

‘The streets of Paris are quite as well worth 
seeing by day av by night. The Napoleons 
made the city “beautiful.” Trafelgar Square, 
London, is said to be the finest sight in Eu- 
rope..; The view, in the Place de la Concorde, 
Paris, is not behind it, Looking in one di- 
rection from the Egyptian Obelisk through 
the Champs Elysees is the Aro'de Triomphe ; 
behind are the gardens of the Tuileries; and 
the ruins of the once magnificent palace where 
Napoleon III, preferred to live. On the right 
the Church of the Madeline oan be seén, and 
on the left, across the Seine, is the Palais du 
Corps Logislatif and the gilded dome under 
whioh rest the ashea of the great Napoleon 
All aroynd are fountains and statuary, strects 
lined with buildings of magnificent’ propor- 
tions, and filled with crowds of people, 

France is now a Republic, and ‘to prevent 
the possibility of mistake the words ‘* Repub 
lique Francaise” and ‘‘ Liberte, Hqualite, Fra- 
ternite,”” meet one on every hand. The statue 
representing a Republic on tho Place de la 
Concorde is gaily decorated with garlands and 
flags, Vistors five years hence may see it 
stripped, and the figure Baer mooarchy 
honored in its stead. The people of Paris 
must have excitement and change, They had 
a grand fete in July, and were preparing for 
another in August. [f they had not thease 
they woyld have a revolution, and go on with 
the work, began daring the Commune, of 
destroying the palaces oburches, and treas- 
ures of art of whioh Parisissofull.

The mysterious disappearance of the ohild 
Badgloy, in this place last week, still remains 
unsolved. The most carefal search has been 
made, and we are informed that not a trace of 
the little one has been found ap to the present 
time. Within thirty minutes from the time 


it wena last soon many persons began soarobing 
and continued up to a late hour that olght. 

It hardly seems probable that the ohild has 
been stolen by anyone with the expectation of 
seouring » large reward, as such must come 
from others beslde the parents, Not belog @ 
ohild likely to be admired on account of its 
beauty (although well developed and healthy) 
it seoma altogothor « ut of the quostion to sup 
poss for one moment that it would be kid- 
napped on this account. 

Two lynxes hayo been seen in different seo- 
tions of the township and some persons express 
the opinion that it has been carried away by 
theso. Suoh a thing could hardly be relied 
upon, Tne child would certainly ory while 
being oarried away and picoos of clothing 
would have been found before this if destroy ed 
by them. 

The marsh, which is only a short distance 
away, bas been waded and searched without 
affording the least olue, The woods whioh 
aro near the house have been gone through 
again and again, with tho same sad result, 
We could venture no other opinion than it has 
been carried away and will yet turn up, Al: 
though the child is only about two years of 
age we cannot think for one moment it would 
go oat in mud and water upon the marsh, As 
for the woods they have been so thoroughly 
searobed by many, any doubt as to its stray- 
ing away there has been removed, Tho wells 
and springs have been dragged and nothing 
found. We have been informed by a gentle- 
man who lives very near the place that when 
the ohild was loft it wasina drowsy state, 
half asleep. If such be the case, and our in- 
formation comes from a reliable souroe, it ls 
hard to come to any other conclusion than 
that the ohild has been removed by ‘‘ human 
bands.” The parents are almost orazy over 
the loss of their ohild, but cherish hopes of 
finding it or some trace of its whereabouts, 
Search will still be continued. 

AMELIAgBURG, Aug. 30, 1882,

Threshing machines are to be heard on 
every side. The yield of barley is considered 
fair, while the oolor in unobjectionsble, 

Apple barrels are being distributed around 
now to those having early apples for sale. 
The price offered is very good, not so high, 
though, as we might expect for the scarcity 
of the crop in other sections. 

The first meeting of the Quinte Grange for 
this season took place at the ‘'Russell House,” 
ou Friday eyening. The attendance was not 
over large, but will increase from this to time 
of barley excitement. Several good plans were 
devised and if acted upon cannot fail to be 
very profitable to the Grange throughout, in 

fact should make it more successful than it 
has been lo the last two years. 

The residents of Roblin’s Mills olroulated a 
subscription a short time agoand used the 
amount raised in setting a man to work with 
a drilling machine near the oarrlage shop of 
Hatch & Allen, with the hope of getting a 
supply of water for the whole village, After 
drilling about 100 ft, only about 30 ft. of 
water raised in the hole, and could be pump- 
ed dry in a few minutes. The investment 
proved almost a total failure, the whole depth 
being through solid rock. Would not a 
tunnel-mill affird a supply for the village if 
properly arranged ? 

A communioation from the President of the 
L..0, Association of Prince Edward will be 
sent to Mr, Meredith at Toronto, before the 
18th Sept. The communication contsins some 
valuable points which, if lald before the Con- 
vention of that date and disoussed,cannet fail, 
if adopted,to upset the Mowat Government at 
the next election as completely as the British 
fleet did Alexandria. 

The price for cheese offered throughout this 
place is good, but pasture has been so poor, 
and the growing of green feed has not been 
generally adopted, consequently the supply of 
milk has gone down; the quality is not so 
good, and the amount of cheese manufactured 
{s not large compared to other seasons, 

A number of farmers throughout this place 
have adopted the plan of getting the contents 
of their barns insured, from $500 to $1,000 for 
three months, The amount required to be 
paid is not heavy and should acoldent by fire 
or lightning ocour, the loss is muoh easier 
borne, We would urge the adoption of this 
plan by others who are running the risk of 
$2,000 worth of grain under policies of $300 
or $400 on contents.

4. Reform in the Orown Lands and Pub- 
lo WorksDepartments,including the letting 
of all works on Government roads by pub- 
lic competition, 

5, Restoration to the Judges of the pow- 
er of appointing Division Court Olerks and 
Bailiffs, subject to veto by the Inspector. 

6. Restoration to Sheriffs of the power 
of appointing Gaolrs and Turnkeys, for 
whose acts they are responsible. 

7. Restoration tu Couuty Councils of the 
power to fix the salaries of Gaolers, Turn- 
keys and other officials, of which they have 
been unjustly deprived. 

8. A readjustment of the law regarding 
criminal justice accounts, which has been 
altered by the Mowat Government so as to 
press unduly on the Counties. 


9. Abolition of the iniquitous Jaw which 


the expenditure which ought to be met by 
the Province on the municipalities, This 
course they have taken in order to make 
it appear that they are living within their 
income. The tact is that were not the in- 
come much larger now than when Sandfield 
McDonald was in power, owing to an 
inorease in the subsidy from the Dominion, 
and had not the Government sold large 
tracts of timber lands, their profligaocy 
would have caused the expenditure to ex-
